The Pennsylvania road has within the
last thirty days received twenty-two heavy
engines from the Baldwin Jlocomotive-
works, and yesterday contracted for fifty-
five more, to be delivered within sixty
days.

The officials of the Wisconsin Central
road and directors of the Northern Pacifie
company deny the telegraphed statement
that the two roads will be consolidated,
and assert that there is no trath whatever
‘n the report.

Along the Pennsyl-
vania lines there are standing miles of cars
laden with grain, which will now be Poured
into Baltimore over the Northern Central
ines.

General Manager Greene, of the Big Four,
says that if the Indianapolitans will be a
little patient they will find that the consol-
idation was a good thing for Indianapolis;
that it will increase the number of genera
sllicers located here andendin locating the
most important shops of the company at
this point.

The Jeffersonville News says that the
tompletion of the Ohio River road will re-
wmlit in a new railroad for New Albany
that will be a part of a belt line to connect
the three Falls cities. Itis understood that
the Ohio & Mississippi, the Louisville,
& St. Lonis and the River road will use the
new bridge.

F. M. Wilkinson, general freight agent of
the Muskingnm Valley division of the
Penpsylvania road, is spending Christmas
with friends in this city. He reporis this
division of the Pennsylvania as overrun
with business, like all other divisions of
the system, and as having about half
enough cars to handle the traffic.

The work of doubling the track of the
Belt road east from the tzacks of the Penn-
sylvania Company is delayed by the great
iifficulty in securing rails of the desired
weight; bat the Thomson steel-works

ave promised to ship some the first week
m January. The grading has been done
lor several d::‘ys. and the other material is
»n the ground. -

Indications are that the railroads are to
pe exempt this winter from the heavy ex-
rense of employing track-walkers to de-
ject broken rails. Last year the weath-
ar was so mild that the expense of that
sharacter was light, but in 15887 for several
weeks, on such roads as the Indianapolis
& St. Louis, the expense of this service
reached £75 a night.

General Passenger Agent Eustis, of the
Chicago, Burlington & Quiney, has asked
all his passerger men to meet him at his
office, in Chicago, on the 9th of January
vext, to confer as to what shall be the pro-
gramme next year as regards further ex-
tending their business and to fix upon a
week when they shall make a trip over the
entire C., B. & Q. system,

On the first of Janunary a redistricting of
the district passengeragents of the Chicago,
Burlingtof & Quincy will go into eftect.
Through it the headquarters of Charles
Boardman will be changed from Indianapo-
lis to Peoria, and the terri torr of Col. Wm.
Shaw, whose headquarters is Cincinnati,
will cover Indianapolis and its immediate
surroundin The Colonel is so well
known in this territory that the passenger
men are rather plea with the chaunge.

The Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton, in
the last twelve months, has lost some valu-
able men, and, unfortnnately for the (',
H. & D, they turn up on roads which are
sharp competitors or competitors’ allies.
There is C. C. Waite, late vice-president
and general manager; H. C. Rockwell,
former general passenger agent: H. Bruce,
former trainmaster on the C., II. & D., all
on the Columbns & «Hocking Valley, and
Mr. Ramsey will be one of the right-hand
men of President Ingalls, of the Big Four.

The City Council of Greensburg is acting
very liberally with the Mackey people, giv-
ing them about anything they want to ad-
vance the interests of the Elnora & Rich-
mond road. On Monday night they granted
the company the right of way through the
city, the track to run along the east side of
the Big Four brauch tracks. The founda-
tion is being put in at Greensburg for a
depot T8x75 feet, modeled after suburban
depots just out of Chicago, which are very
convenient and attractive buildings. Ths
will force the Big Four people to build a
more modern depot at Greensbuarg,

Milwaukee at the present time is the
eastern terminus of a Hour blockade that
extends as far west as Minneapolis, and
bids fair to Iast for several weeks, It is re-
ported that the St. Panl road alone has 800
cars of tlour at Milwaukee and on side-
tracks along the line, while the Wisconsin
Central is in thesame predicament, and has
filled its sidings at other points. The
trounble is that the roads on the other sido
of Lake Michigan are not taking the flour
fast enough, partly because the Michigan
lines are short of ears. and partly because
the bar at Grand Haven insists on coming
up end keeping boats ontside every time
the wind gives it a chance. The flour block-
ade is becoming a serious problem.

Matters seem to be comning to a head on
the Ene road. Several times of late the
Journal has mentioned that there were dif-
ferences existing between the management
and the locometive engineers which might
Jead to trouble, and on Friday last five en-
gineers who, it is said, are amoag the oldest
and best men on the road, were suspended.
They were ordered to report at the superin-
te t's oﬂle:i where they were informed

shat they could take their phoico butween

answering certain questions, either orally
orin writing, and being suspended until
they did so. They chose suspension and
were laid off. The fecling among the en-
gineers all along the line is very strong,
and when the suspensions were first an-
nonnced an immediate strike was threat-
ened, but nothing is now likely to be done
until the grievance committee has had a
conference with the ofiicers of the com-
pany.

The general passeager nts spent the
entire day, Monday, 1\n another attempt to
adjust the California rates troubles, and
broke up in @ more demoralized state than
ever. For iustance, the Illinois Central
road insists on making the same rate to
San Francisco from Cﬁicugﬂ as do the di-
rect lines, when a passenger, after riding
915 miles to New Orleans, is no nearer San
Francisco than when he was at Chicago,
Then the Monon and the C., H. & D. show
a determination to make the same rate via
Cincinnati, and then over the Queen &
Crescent route to New Orleans, although
the ronte is longer thau that of the Illinbis
Central. This, of course, demoralizes rates
at all intermediate points, and leaves but
little to roads east of the Missouri river,
where the lines west of the nver demand
arbitrary rates. One of the general passen-

er agents who attended the meeting says
that neither of the roads spoken of above
shows a disposition to yield any poiut to
bring about harmony.

JOHN W. BOOKWALTER.

Some Facts in the Cueer-cl' the Ohilo Sena-

torial Aspirant—An Indlana Man.
Correspondence Philadelphia Inquirer.

Bookwalter's life presents a study from
which young men can learn something
which may be advantageous,

Possessed to-day of a fortune of several
millions of dollars, he was confronted in his
youth with obstacles to prominence and
success which seemed insuperable. In con-
versation with me he drifted towards the
days of his boyhood, and the tale he told
me was a romance. HBorn on the Wabash
river, in Indiana, from the time he" first
saw the sun until his twenty-first
{ear the aggregate of the money that had

een in his possession duriug that entire
time did not amount to twenty dollars,
I don’t mean to say that he never had
more than $20 in his possession; 1 mean
that the peunies, and fips, and levies,
which during that full score of years had
touched his bands, did not, when added to-
ﬁether. amount to the sam 1 have named.

& never saw a locomotive until he was
twenty years of age. He did not see a piano
until he was twenty-two years of age.
When he left home to seek his fortune he
walked, for he did not have a cent; and,
from that day to this, he has never bor-
rowed a dollar. Three years ago be wasrid-
ing on a railroad Yrain, and, when passing
a point near, I think, Fort Wayne, Ind., he
directed a companion’s attention to a barn,
and said: “I had a night’s lodging 1n that
bunilding after I left home. I did not dare
remain in Fort Wayne overnight, because I
had ro place to sleep, and was afraid 1
might be arrested as a vagrant, and so I
walked three miles out of townuntil I came
across that barn, and there I slept. Only
once afterward bad I a similar experience,
and that was near Detroit, Mich.”

Yet the boy who was undergoing this or-
deal had at that time made, with his own
bands, the, largest telescope then in this
country and at an expenditure of but live
cents. That feat was accomplished in this
way: In Bookwalter's native town, when he
was but seventeen years of age, a public
lecturer wae advertised to talk about the
mysteries of the heavens. The price of ud-
mission was five cents. Bookwalter pleaded
with his father to give him this sum in or-
der to attend the entertainment, but it was
sternly denied him aud he was chided for
his levity of mind. The story which his
companions told him of the wonders re-
vealed by the lecturer filled him with de-
termination to learn for himself the mar-
vels of the firmament. He succeeded in
borrowing from a scholar a copy of an old
text-book on astronomy—I think it was
Loomis’s Physics—and from that he learned
the construction of a telescope, With five
cents, which he had earned with his own
labor, he bought an ordinary round-bot-
tomed glass tumbler and succeeded in cut-
ting out the lower portion. From this,
after months of toil, and by using 1ron
dust instead of the unobtainable
emery powder, he managed to form
a leus of a diameter in excess of that in
any telescope then in this country. He
made a tube from pastboard. . Of course, in
this crude form the instrument was worth-
less, and he found he wounld have to have a
reflector. Night after night he walked to a
brick kiln five miles from his home, and
succeeded in time in securing a sufficient
number of bricks to build a furnace. Some
miles away a whisky distillery had been
burned to the ground; he visited the ruins
and obtained a portion of the copper still,
Having procured all the necessary metal
he began work in his furnace. and in time
succeeded in producing a roughly-made
reflector. This labor was all done after
his daily toil, which lasted from sun ulp to
sun down, and was frequently carried on
when his fingers were bleeding from husk-
ing corn. 1t required eight months to per-
fect the telescope, but when he directed it
towards the heavens he was amply repaid
for all his labor when his deli’;hted eyes
for the first time saw the rings of Saturn.

That marvel of industry, which was in-
trinsically worth much mouney, the young
inventor sold for fifty cents.

But pluck and abflity will tell.

The poor boy from the Wabash is now
not only a mwillionaire and a commercial
magnate, but he is looked up to as astudent
of public affairs, as a widely-recad man of
deeg learning. as an art critic of recognized
authority; and on public view in Cincin-
nati is a famous collection of wonders of
the world collected personally by Book-
walter during three circumnavigations of
the globe. e has looked into the craters
of thirteen volcanoes in Java, South Amer-
ica, Sandwich Islands and Italy. He has
been nominated for Governor of Ohio, and
now is honored with mention for the Sen-
ate. 1 don’t think he will bother much
about the latter contest. ‘*“There is”
he  says. “a growing prejadice
against sending rich men to the
United States Senate. The reasons for this
are only too obvious, and public clamor
inchining to be blind and unreasoning, will
not recognize the fact that there are rich
men and rich men. I think a seat in the
Senate is the enlmination of the highest
ambition, but I fear that in the condition
of the public mind my wealth may act as a
bar to such rre!urment.." Bookwalter is a
Democrat of Democrats, and, although a
manufacturer, is in advance of his party on
the subject of tariff reform. In fact, he is
so honest and frank on this public ques-
tion that some people might call him a
free-trader.  As his party is not yet pre-
pared to reveal its ultimate intentions in
that direction this candor of his may be
considered at this time as almost a dis-
qualification.

| BOSTON'S ELECTRIC CARS.

Terrifying Description of Their Appearance—
Dire Calamity Predictel.

Suddenly there feil on the ears of your
correspondent a strange confusion of sounds.

This the capper re-
fuses, generally saying that the time-piece
is an old heirloom, with which he does not
care to part. He then walks ont
and  waits near the door for the
stranger, who has overheard the whole
conversation between the two swindlers,
As he leaves the place he is accosted by the
capper, who begs him to loan himn £20 on the
watch, This the stranger usunally does
without hesitation, feeling verfectly safé
after having heard the ‘jeweler’ offer to pay
three times that amount for the watch.
Shortly after the exchange is made the
capper disng’peam. and the victim is left to
chew the bitter cud of disappointment
when he learns that he has given $20 for an
old plated ticker worth not to exceed §1.25,
These swindling places are chiefly located
along Kearny and Dupont streets. Yon
can understand why we caunot tell you
their exact location. We know them all
perfectly well, but are unable to prove to
the satisfaction of a jury what is glaringl
apparent to the police. I have statione
officers in front of many of thess placesin
order to proteet strangers entering them.
This makes the proprietors very angry, and
they threaten me with all sorts of dreadful
things for'interfering with their business.””
